Attempted leak of the news of the Conquest by Hatib b. Abi Baltah 
No battle bloodshed 
a “No blame will be on you today.” 
= “Those in the house of Abu Sufyan are safe” 
o Some executions 
o Breaking of idols 
o Met Shayma’ 
8 AH Battle of Hunayn (Muslims vs. Banu Thaqif & Hawazin) 
o Cause: Tribes of tribe attacked growing Muslims 
o 12,000 Muslims, 20,000 non-Muslims 
o 4 Muslims martyred, hundreds of non-Muslims killed 
o Distribution of tremendous wealth 
8 AH Seige of Ta ‘if (Muslims vs Banu Thagif) 
o Seige for 2 weeks or more 
o First use of catapult 
o Unable to gain victory 
o Story of Ansar and their disappointment about not getting wealth 
9 AH Announcement of cleansing Arabia during Hajj 
o Hajj made obligatory and 300 Muslims performed Hajj with Abu Bakr 
o Sent “Ali to announce: 
m= The Messenger of Allah sent for ‘Ali ibn Abi Talib and said to him, 
No one shall enter Jannah other than a Muslim 
No one shall perform tawaf naked 
No mushrik shall ever perform tawaf ever given 
Any contract with any tribe shall exist for 4 more months, after 
this there is no treaty (unless there's a pre-set time clause) 
9 AH Expedition of Tabuk (Muslims vs. Northern Threat)

e 10AH Farewell Hajj 
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~100,000 Muslims at this time 
Farewell Sermons (multiple): 
a Donot kill one another 
Life and property are sacred 
Prior revenges and interest is abolished 
Protect women and honor their right 
Two weighty things: 
e Hold on to the Book of Allah 
e Hold on to members of my household 
= Time has returned to its rightful place 
a Fear Allah, worship, to enter Jannah 
m No favoritism except with mindfulness of Allah

“Umar said, 'l did not mean that, but | ask about that Fitnah 
which will spread like the waves of the sea.' | said, 'O Amir al-Mu’minin! You 
need not be afraid of it as there is a closed door between you and it." He 
asked, 'Will the door be broken or opened?’ | replied, "No, it will be broken.’ 
... Hudhaifa said, "The door was “Umar.

in Recorded History of This Time 


History at this written with political and creedal bias 

Authoritative history written centuries after: Tabari (224 H), lbn Kathir (701 H) 
No chain of narrations at this time 

Pious predecessors did not want to talk about this time of tribulation 

Imam Ahmad: “That was a time when Allah saved us from using unsheathing 
our swords, now let us save ourselves by keeping are tongues sheathed.” 


23 AH 3rd Khalifah: ‘Uthman b. ‘Affan (12 years) 
o Appointed by a committee of 6 men set up by “Umar 
a ‘Ali b. Abu Talib, “Abdurrahman b. “Awf, Sa’d b. Abu Waqqas, 
“Uthman b. ‘Affan, Zubayr b. al-Awwam, Talhah b. “Ubaydullah 
o Raided Spain, coastal Sicily, Conquered North Africa, coastal areas of 
Iberian Peninsula, islands of Rhodes and Cyprus, fully the Sasanian 
Empire, and eastern frontiers up to the lower Indus River 
24 AH Final Codification of the Quran 
29 AH Twelve grievances lodged against ‘Uthman 
o Political reasons, a time of expansion, greed, and upheaval 
35 AH Death of “Uthman b. “Affan 
o Mob from Egypt and the North sieged his house for a month 
o Murdered in his home (First Fitnah) 
35 AH 4th Khalifah: “Ali b. Abu Talib (5 years) 
o Demand to avenge “Uthman’s death, “Ali delayed 
o Moved capital to Kufah 
36 AH Battle of the Camel (‘A’ishah vs. Alli) 
o Cause: Revenge of “Uthman 
o “Aisha, Talha, Zubayr with 600+ marched to Basrah to demand revenge 
o Unintentional battle ensued and companions were split 
o Thousands of Sahabahs died 
o Emergence of Proto-Shi at ‘Ali sect 
37 AH Battle of Siffin (Ali vs. Mu’awiyah) 
o Cause: Replacement of Mu awiyah’s governership 
o Ali's army met Mu ‘awiyah’s at Siffin 
o Tens of thousands of sahabas died 
o 6,000 extremist mobs from Harurah (Khawarij) abandoned truce-making 
o First split in the Ummah: Formation of Kharijite sect 
38 AH Battle of Nahrawan (Muslims vs. Khawarij) 
o Ali fought the Khawarij 
o Most Khawarij killed 


40 AH Death of “Ali b. Abu Talib 
o Murdered by a Khariji, lon Muljim 

41 AH 5th Khalifah: Hasan b. ‘Ali 
o Ceded to Mu‘awiyah after 6 month 

41 AH 1st Umayyad Khalifah: Mu awiyah b. Abu Sufyan 
o Establishment of the Umayyad Dynasty 

50 AH Death of Hasan b. ‘Ali 

61 AH Battle of Karbala (Second Fitnah: Husayn vs. Yazid’s Army) 
o Massacre of Husayn b. ‘Ali's army 
o Boosted the Shi at sect division 

61 AH Death of Husayn b. “Ali
